dian clu b Saturday morning, his dead 
body tieing found by the jan ito r when 
| be opened the chili rooms in the m orn­ 
ing. 
Mr. Sprenkle took bis 
life tty 
inhaling 
illu m in a tin g 
gas. 
having 
clewed the room and turned on the Atm 
in a sm all burner used as a light for 
cooking. 


He bad I teen visiting in 
York Fri 
day evening and returned to Hanover 
on tbe m idnight trolley car, hut did 
not go to bis borne, 
where 
be lived 
w ith 
bis 
daughter, 
Miss 
Emma 
Sprenkle. He bad tieen despondent for 
tome tim e past because of poor health. 


M r.Sprenkle was a well known resi­ 
dent of Hanover. He lived retired tor 
a mini lier of years, after his resignation 
us teller at tbe Hanover Savings Fund 
Society. He would have celebrated his 
fifty seventh birthday anniversary next 
Monday bad be lived.

over. e o t Slitted suicide a t his poultry 
farm in Newberry tow nship Saturday 
afternoon at 8.MO o'clock by shooting 
him self through tbe head w ith 
a re 
volver. 


Poor health, w hich m anifested itself 
through nervous disorder, is given by 
tbe fam ily as the cause 
for 
tbe act 
The m irror was used by Mr. Frysinger 
so that he could more easily locate the 
spot where he 
intended to send tbe 
deadly bullet on its way.

AUTO OYER BARK 
PASSER6ERS ESCAPE 


E rn est ll. 
Polack,

Heights, w ith three com pan ions, had a 
narrow enca(>e from death at noon S u n ­ 
day when tbe 
fo rm er’s 
autom ohi'e 
backed over a steep em bankm ent on 
tho Thom asville h ill, about five miles 
west of York. 
Tbe accident occurred 
w hile the party was retu rn in g home 
from a pleasure trip 
to 
Gettysburg. 
The autom obile bad u I most reached the 
top of tbe hill when tb e engine stop­ 
ped. 
Tbe brakes were applied, 
hut 
when the trouble could not be located, 
it was decided 
to back the machine 
•low ly down the bill. 
th e cur moved 
toward tbe foot of the b ill, apparently 
under control, until som ething went 
wrong w ith the steering gear and the 
m achine turned to tbe side and went 
over a steep 
em bankm ent. The four 
men jum ped from the car and escaped 
injury. 
The tw o rig h t wheels on the 
m achine were totally dem olished arid 
there were other slig h t damages. Two 
new wheels were taken to the scene of 
tbe wreck by a York repairm an and tbe 
autom obile party continued ou their 
journey ufter 5 o'clock.

Saturday afternoon iii 
their big annual class ‘scrap" known 
as the tie-up. 
Tbe new 
men were 
victorious, w in n in g by a score of 5* to 
ll but th e ir tug-of-w ar team lost that 
contest earlier in the afternoon so that 
tbe sports of the day were declared a 
draw. 


The tie up is one of toe most inter 
esting and exciting bits 
of athletics 
w hich ever takes plan* ut the local in 
siitution. 
Each clas- is marshalled ut 
one end of the field and then in a long 
line marches towards its opponent com 
ing from the 
other direction. 
They 
m arch until 
they are almut twenty 
yards ap a rt and then rush 
full speed 
upon each other. 


Once met the 
object is 
for 
each 
class to hind hand and foot as man) 
of tbe others as possible and then to 
carry those thus bound back 
of the 
startin g point. 
The object is usually 
accomplished by throwing the intend­ 
ed victim to tbe ground ufter which 
several sit on bim while utbers*do*the 
tying. 
With one hundred and twenty 
five husky youths all trying to do this 
same thing 
tbe result can well lie 
im agined.

A railroad rumor given circulation 
some months ago has again come out, 
this tim e apjiurently w ith foundation. 
The new railroad proposed is lief ween 
Dillsburg and G ardner's station, Adams 
county, running through a stretch of 
territory that has never been develop­ 
ed before. 
The rumor is to the effect 
that tbe 
P hiladelphia 
and 
Reading 
railway proposes lo build a 
new line 
lief ween those points rather than dou 
hie track its present junction,C um lier 
land county. 


At present the Heading railw ay bus 
a*line out of Dillsburg to G ettysburg 
via G ardner's station and Bendersville 
It is a single track line,and ufter leav­ 
ing Dillsburg reaches out northw aid to 
D illsburg and M echanicsburg 
ju n c ­ 
tion. from where it goes westward to 
C arlisle junction aud thence south to 
G ettysburg 
This is a decidedly round 
about way 
of 
reaching 
the Adams 
county naut from Dillsburg. 


An im*!ease of traffic, both in 
the 
freight and passenger departments, d u r ­ 
ing the past summ er 
has 
caused the 
officials to cast about for 
some lietter 
facilities. 
At Hrst the double track 
ing was p io posed, hut rejected on a c ­ 
count of tbe expense. 
Then the line 
from D illsburg 
direct 
to G ardner s 
station was suggested as a solution. 


This *eeii!a to have met w ith favor. 
Both the railway officials and the 
re 
rodents of tbe com m unity 
realize the 
tietter facilities it would give both for 
tbe hHudling of freight and (lassenger 
traffic 
It would greatly 
reduce the 
mileage between tbe points in question 
And would often up to tbe railroad a 
new section of country. The lait (more 
valley offers an adm irable m ute (rom 
Dillehury to Gardners, where the new­ 
line would connect w ith 
the present 
P hiladelphia 
and 
Reading 
system 
The old H arrisburg and Potomac road 
brr), now altandoned. could lie 
placed 
in condition w ith com paratively little 
work tis fur us York Hprings and could 
lie used for the new line. T his would 
leave only u short distance to tie new 
tracked. The proposed new road would 
go 
from 
Dillsburg 
southwest ward 
through 
Clear 
Springs 
and 
Vork 
Spunks and thence westward to O ard 
u r n statio n .

Following th e second 
accident on

Rogers, although almost unconscious 
from his injuries, was slowly littip:n ;

Carter, senator from 
Montana until 
March 4 last, died at his home, 1628 
Sixteenth street, N. W. 
Senator C arter’s illness was known 
only to hiH family and a very few in­ 
tim ates. 
It had lasted only a week, 
but had been alarm ing from the very 
first. 
Members of th e family were over­ 
come by the sudden death of Senator 
Carter, and owing to the prostration 
of Mrs. Carter it had not been intend 
ed to allow the fact of the death to 
become public. 
Senator C arter Is survived by his 
widow, Ellen Galen Carter, and two 
sons, John G. and Hugh Thompson 
Carter, both students in the art aeho >1 
of Georgetown university. Mrs Carter 
and her sons were at the bedside when 
death carne. 
Mr. Carter had been under the rare 
of a physician for months. 
He was 
able to go about, however, and his ail­ 
ment, a filling of the lungs with clot­ 
ted blood, did not become acute until 
about a week ago. 


R em arkable C areer. 


Mr. Carter had a rem arkable ca 
reer. 
It 
extended 
over 
twenty*'wo 
years of congressional and of!!' ial ’be 
at Washington. This em braced servile 
aa th*- first 
representative 
elected 
from Montana, two term s in the C u r ­ 
ed States senate sud executive p >s 
Ilona as commissioner of the general 
land office. 
He was chairm an of the Republican 
national com mittee in the second and 
unsuccessful 
cam paign of Benjamin 
H arrison for the presidency, president 
of the l>oard of United States corium 
atoners for the 
Louisiana P un ha «* 
Exposition at St i/oui#, and since last 
March chairman of the neawly ire a ttd 
‘‘International 
Joint 
Commission, 
American Section," cape* tally ( barged 
with Canadian boundary matters. 
An Ohioan by birth, an Iowan by 
adoption, and a Montanan long before 
that territory was adm itted to state 
hood, Mr. Carter jiindvd to the fr >n* 
alm ost front the outset of his work in 
congress. Perhaps the most rem ark 
able of all his forensic achievement* 
was his defeat of a big river ami har­ 
bor appropriation hill, which he re­ 
garded as a political "grab'’ measure. 
during the McKinley adm inistration. 
President McKinley did not favor 
th*- 
hill 
and 
Mr. Carter, alway.*, a 
strong adm inistration supi>orter, be 
gen a speech against It at 10.30 o’clock 
at night and talked continuously until 
mum of the day following, when th** 
session of congress expired. 
As a lieutenant of Senator Aldrich, 
the Republican leader of the senate 
for many yiars, he did notable work. 
At one time Mr Carter was m ention­ 
ed as a possible sur cessor of Asale 
elate Justice Moody, ut the supreme

Come With the Ages. 


A STORM ON GALILEE. 


COLOR A MAHER OF CLIMATE. 


Man'* Original Shad* la Baliavad ta 
Hava Baar a Brownish Yailew— Tha 
Sama Foroas That Mad# Man Whits, 
Black and Yellow Still Operating. 


Man s original color and tbs cause of 
the cha ogee In that color to the various 
bual that mark the skins of the differ­ 
ent races bare long been a study 
among men of science. 
The theory of Professor Lionel Lyde, 
an English scientist, Is that, whatever 
the color of primitive man In the be­ 
ginning, the conditions of life during 
the glacial period were such that uni­ 
formity of results must have been pro­ 
duced. 
Nearly every anthropologist la 
ready to admit now a common origin 
for all mankind. 
Where man origi­ 
nated is not known—very likely in 
southern Asia, possibly In Africa, cer­ 
tainly not In Europe, they say. 
His 
original color is supposed to have been 
a sort of brownish yellow not like any 
of the colors of mankind today, and 
scientists call him, for the sake of 
calling him something, a Condwana. 
He lived in southern latitudes. This, 
they think, Is certain. 
Then came 
migrations, and then. Professor Lyde 
believes, the variations of color began 
Borne turned white, some turned black 
some brown and some yellow, all ac­ 
cording to the climate in which they 
found themselves. 
Climate influences worked directly 
and Indirectly. In the tropics the akin 
and the Intestines perform work which 
In temperate sones is thrown on the 
lungs. Bo when man found himself In 
tooler lands the Increased activity of 
the lungs, together with the lessened 
light and heat, favored lightening of 
the skin. 
When he found himself In 
hotter climates the Increased activity 
of the liver and the presence of great 
light favored a dark akin. 
The old theories of race are pretty 
well discarded, for men of the same 
race, under differing conditions, would 
come to tie outwardly very different 
I hill even Iii Africa, which everybody 
thinks of as the land of black'!, black 
Is not at all the universal color. 
In 
the Budsn. where there are great light 
and little humidity and no shade, the 
men are very black. 
Elsewhere In 
Africa, where there are forest, more 
humidity and lees light, though about 
equal heat, the color is brown and even 
yellow. 
As primitive man went on his way- 
over the glotie he adapted himself to 
the conditions he -found. 
Professor 
Lyde thinks that it Is light and not 
hest which Is injurious. 
There are 
in the tropics dangerous X like rays 
which must tie stopped, and they were 
stopped by the darkening of the skin. 
Bines lack of moisture also tends to 
give a taw ny color. It Is found that In 
rainy countries the |i«ople are fairer 
than lo places where there are long 
and frequent droughts. 
The race. then. that fonnd a home In 
moderate and damp climates turned 
whiter aud whiter. 
It Is only In such 
climates that white skins can endure. I 
aud presumably, lf the present white 
rate was turned Into a different part 
of the world for many hundreds of 
years. Die whiteness of skin would 
gradually tie lost. 
Perhaps, since the 
whits man Is spreading over the world 
to-day, It would be fair to nay It will. i 
In aut h cases, lie kart. the whiteness ( 
being retained ouiy in climates that , 
have Ute conditions under which the 
re*-# was first bleached. 
Intensity of light and little humidity 
made black. 
T rade winds and little 
humidity gave the tinge of brown to 
the subtropical M editerranean |»eople 
Then comes yellow, which Professor 
Lyde puts down ss the result of “vast 
desiccating grass lauds'* In lntemiier- 
ate latitudes 
The yellow man Is the product of 
the grata lands, with lack of humidity 
and seasonal e l fram es of tenqierature 
The color a man exposed to such con 
duh.ua would naturally take would lie 
one which conserves hest neurly as 
well as white, but with ti also protects 
from light, for which combination yet 
low was the Ileal, or red 
The nor 
ma! *s»h»r of these, folk of the grass 
lands would bp changed by special 
local conditions, such as the p roue ne t 
of mountain* or proximity to the sea 
The mouutalneers of Asia 
and the 
maritime 
Mongolians are lighter In 
color than their brothers of the Inland 
plains 
To Professor Lyde, therefore, skin 
color la entirely a m atter of climata 
It la a well established phenomenon 
How !**<■*use the different portions ol 
th* bumau rs<*e lived segregated fot 
thousands of years In apodal areas 
but the name force* that made men 
white and black aud yellow are oper 
attn* today, slowly, but surely. 
Man 
who change their d wailing places will 
§tlU, after hundreds of generations, 
change also their skins ss they did In 
tha epoch of th# first migrations.—New
